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AX JMPOKI'ASTT DECISION. 


Secretary of tne Interior on 


S'lm-er JHineH. 


The Secretary of the Interior haa 


rendered an important decision not yet 
promulgated, declaring illegal and roid 
the famous circular issued by Secretary 
Teller, relative to placer claims, dated 
September 22, 1882, and the amendment 
of section 8 thereof, dated December 


9th, 
of the earns year. He decides: 


First—That tho area^ -which may b« 
embraced in n placer application ?s not 
limited; and, Becoud—That an eipendi- 
inre of $500 upon a claim applied for, 
whether the same embraces one or more 
locations, entitles the 
applicant to 


patent. 


The case came up on appeal from an 


adverse decision argued by E. C. Ford, 
Esq., before General Sparks, Commib- 
sioner of the General Land Office, in 
the matter of the application of the 
Good Ketnrn Mining Company, located 
in Placer county, Cal.fornm, 


That a clear understanding may be 


had SB to the importance of and tho 
radical changes made by this decision, 
it is necessary to publish herewith those 
portions of the circulars affected. Par- 
agraph No. 8 of the origiuftl circular 
rsada aa follows: 


"No application by any association of 


persons for patent to a placer claim will 
be allowed to embrace more than one 
hundred and sixty uciee, nor will any 
application be entettuiued tlint embraced 
more than one location." 


The amended auii explanatory chcu- 


lar of December 9th, reads aa follows: 
"No application by any ushocintiou of 
persona for patent to u placer cluiiu vrill 
b» allowed to embrace more than, ona 
hundred and sixty acres; and not lass 
than $500 worth of work must be shown 
to hnve been expended upon or for the 
benefit of each separate location em- 
braced iu buch application. If on indi- 
vidual becomes the purchaser and pos- 
sessor of sovaral separate claims of 
twenty acres each or less, he may be 
permitted to include in his application 
for patent any number of such cluiuoa 
contiguous to each other, not exceeding 
the aggregate one hundred and sixty 
acres, but upon or for the benefit of the 
original- claim or location so embraced, 
be or his grantors mu»t have expendvd 
the sum of $500 in improvements."

Advices have been received at the In' 


terior Department to the effect that the 
cattle men in the western Territories are 
generally observing the proclamation by 
President Cleveland, last August, direct- 
ing the removal of fences inclosing pub- 
lic lands. In Wyoming, however, th» 
owners of cattle ranches have not only 
refused to remote fences already con- 
structed, bnt have begun to extend 
them, and in those caies the Attornsy- 
General has been requested to bring 
suit to compel the observance of the 
law. The point has been raised whether 
cattle men may fence in their land 
when the tracts. belong to them, bnt sur- 
round areas of public lands. This has 
been declared in the negative, the De- 
partment holding that access to public 
lands mail notb» restricted. 


The moot absurd lumor that has been 


,put iii circulation for many months past 
is the one that Mr. Randall will be a 
candidate for Speaker against Mr. Car- 
lisle, and that h« expects to be elected 
by a combination of Republicans and 
the protective tariff Democrats. It is

ST. Louis, Nov. 22 .--The Second An- 


nual Convention of tha National Cat 
tie and Horse Growers' Association was 
called to order in the large mnsio hall 
of the Exposition building at 11:20 to- 
day by Col. R. D. Hunt. There were 
delegations present from 
all cattle- 


growing States and Territories, Utah, 
Colorado and Texas being especially 
strong. There were on the floor about 
GOO delegates, the representation from 
the Eastern 
States being 
nominal. 


Mayor Francis delivered an address of 
•welcome in which ha spoke of the wou- 
deiful growth of the cattle interest. 
General Brisbin, U. S. A., the Cist Vice 
President responded. 


General But'.er delivered the annual 


address, in which he recommended the 
consideration of diseases of cattle; the 
improvement of breeds; the transporta- 
tion rmd discrimination against shippers 
of live stock; the formation of the In- 
ternational Government Commission to 
consider the question of restriction upon 
American beef in Europe; the necessity 
of substituting some mechanical appli- I 
anoe to designate cattle, and thus do 
away with hide destroying brands; the 
formation of a special association of 
horse-growing association; the necessity 
of practical national legislation through 
which alone existing local troubles can 
be settled, and, finally, the considera- 
tion of the beveral national associations 
devoted to the cattle interests of tho 
country. 


Prof. E. H. Moore, of Colorado, read 


a paper upon "The Cattle Industry of 
the United States," also abounding 
with statistics. Strong grounds were 
taken in favor of national quarantine 
laws, the point being warmly applauded. 
Touching the subject of illegal fencing 
of the public lands, the speaker said : 


This is a,s uauch condemned by range 


men as it would be by Couuaticut far- 
mers. 
We only want what the law 


gives us — the right to occupy these 
lauds until the settler comes; iiud now, 
that we can come from our ranches to 
the Convention in palac« curs, it is plain 
to see that the days of the rangers are 
numbered.
